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MLAs Hit 
‘High Car 
Premiums

The Social Credit ma- 
jority on the legislative 
insurance committee 
stepped cautiously on the 
toes. of the automobile 
insurance industry Tues- 
day with a call for fur- 
ther inquiry into the cost 
of automobile insurance. 


The New Democrat minor- 
ity kicked the _ industry’s 
shins with a call for a 
government-run. automobile 
insurance scheme. 

In a majority report tabled 
in the legislature the Socreds 
headed by committee chair- 
man Herb Capozzi (SC—Van- 
couver Centre) recommend- 
ed: 

@ <A-government auto 
mobile insurance board 
should be set up to investigate 
car insurance premiums in 
view of “possible reductions’’ 
that might be made; 


@ The industry should 
justify its price structure 
before the board and would 
require the board’s approval 
for any fwtther price 
‘changes; 

@ The board should study 
“the tost and ratnifications of 
various proposals” in which 
the government’s compulsory 
insurance might be taken out 
of the industty’s Hands. 

The implied threat of “per- 
form or else’’ in that recom- 
mendation was not spelled out 
but it is an apparent reference 
to a section of the current ‘in- 
surance act which would per- 
mit the government to .take 
over the automobile insurance 
sales. 


DISMAYED 


The committee also said it 
was “dismayed” to learn how 
little the insurance industry is 
doing to exert pressure on 
automobile makers to build 
safer cars and to encourage 
defensive driving courses with 
reduced premiums for gradu- 
ates of. the training. 

In: another area, it recom- 
mended. against a proposed 
ban on law suits for vehicle 
property damage in excess of 
$250. The proposal is already 
part of the government’s 
insurance legislation passed 
last year but has never been 
proclaimed. 


The ban was regarded 
initially as a means by which 
savings in car insurance could 
be made and drivers could be 
made more responsible be- 
cause they would have. to 
insure themselyes over the 
$250 limit: 

The report said these 
advantages — might - well be 
gained but expressed concern 
that ill-feeling among drivers 
could. increase if access to 
courts were limited. 


BENEFIT CUT 


On another issue, the com- 
mittee recommended -that the 
government's compulsory 
automatic no-fault. accident 
benefits coverage for” injuries 
should not apply to passen- 
gers on_ public-passenger- 
vehicles. 

But the death benefit cover- 
age under the plan, passed 
last. year by. the legislature 
and currently in effect, should 
continue to apply. 

The. recommendation fol- 
lows concern expressed by 
bus companies. that spurious 
passenger injury claims could 
be a major problem under the 
plan which makes automatic 
payments of 50 a week for 
housewives and higher for 
employed persons.

Bombers Face 
Death Penalty 


WASHINGTON . (AP)—President Nixon asked 
Congress today to increase ‘penalties — even to the 
death penalty—and to extend federal jurisdiction to 
deal with the rash of bombings by “potential mur- 


derers.”” 


The. president proposed ex- 
tending and_ strengthening 
laws invdivying the transpor- 
tation and use of explosives in 
the wake of what he called an 
alarming increase in criminal 
bombings and threats — in 
recent. months. 

Schools and public buildings 
have had to be evacudted, 
property has been destroyed 
and lives lost, Nixon said. 

“Clearly many of ‘these 
bombings have been the work 
of political fanatics, many of 
them young criminals postur- 
ing as romantic revolution- 
aries. They must be dealt 
with as the potential murder- 
ers they are.” 


HEADS FOR. CONGRESS 


Nixon “issued the statement 
in connection with his request 
for strengthened laws and the 
justice department was to 
send the legislation to Capital 
Hill today. 

Present Iaw under certain 
circumstances. make it a 
federal crime to transport 


explosives across state lines. 
Nixon proposed: 


@ Making .it. a_ federal 
erime to use explosives to 
damage or destroy any build- 
ing, . vehicles . or property 
owned by the federal govern- 
ment or involving any busi- 
néss engaged in interstate 
eommeree or any federal 

property or-property of pri- 
vate businesses engaged in 
interstate. commerce. 

@® Possession, without 
written authorization, for any 
explosive in a federal building 
or one leased to the federal 
government would be a fed- 
eral crime. 

@ Incendiary devices 
would be included in the 
categoty * of “explosives” . to 
bring such devices under anti- 
bombing provisions of the law. 

@ The individual engaged

MONTREAL (CP) — 
Three Molotov cocktails 
were. hurled into postal 
substations Tuesday 
in violence apparently 
connected with a labor 
dispute_simmering since 
Feb. 3. 

There were no injuries. 

Four bags of fourth-class 
mail were burned when one of 
the gasoline-filled bottles was 
tossed into a suburban Pointe 
Claire substation at about 8 
p.m. while 30 employees were 
at work. 


Two other Montreal sub- 
stations were struck by the 


Molotov cocktails at about 
midnight. 

Police were holding a sus- 
pect. 


The incidents came in the 
midst of a dispute between 
mail truck -drivers and_ the 
post office which has slowed 
mail delivery in the Montreal 
area for more than six weeks. 
Mail delivery Tuesday con- 
tinued at least one day behind 
schedule as the drivers con- 
tinued delaying tactics. 

The drivers are protesting 
the expected loss of their jobs 
when the contract held by 
their employer, G. Lapalme 
Inc., expires Mareh 31. The 
contract is to be split between 
five companies. 


SAYS ANTI-UNION

affiliated, ‘has ‘charged that 
splitting’ the ‘ contract is an 
attempt to break the union.

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Signs of Improvement 


N CALLING FOR A NEW LOOK 
at the city sign bylaw, Alder- 
man Pollen is ini effect reactivating 
unfinished business. He. deserves 
every support possible in seeking 
tougher regulations which—would 
give more protection to the city's 
beauty than the existing sign bylaw 
does. : 

It is ten years since’the present 
regulations were established, 
through the efforts of the city plan- 
ner at that time, Mr. Rod Clack. 
But the original bylaw designed by 
the planning department ran into 
one of:the most powerful lobbies in 
this community, the sign industry, 
and the city council of the time per- 


- mitted a sorry watering-down of the 


original provisions through four or 


. five revisions. 


The resulting restrictions on bill- 
boards and store-front signs were 
an improvement on the previous 
chaos, but they still leave much to 
be desired and the current contro- 


versy over the city’s Douglas Street . 


approach indicates how the large 
signs have encroached on what was 
supposed to be an attractive tree- 
lined avenue leading to the city’s 
front door. 

It is anything but that, as any 
casual observer well knows, It -has 
become little more than a replica of 
thousands of city entrances through- 
out this continent. The longer the 
trend is permitted the more diffi- 
cult it will be to restore a semblance 
of the original concept of what 
Douglas Street should be like. Bill- 


boards are the worst offenders, but 
many smaller-signs conflict and con- 
fuse the reader and the net effect of 
many displays is a loss both for the 
owner and the passerby. 


If Victoria isto enhance its 
reputation as a garden city, a com- 
munity which appreciates and 
makes the most of its invaluable 
natura] setting, then one of the 
most effective forward steps it could 
take would be to impose stricter 
controls on all forms of commercial 
sign advertising so.that an attrac- 
tive environment becomes the main 
goal and the distractions are re- 
duced to secondary importance. ' 


A decade ago, in presenting one 
draft of his sign bylaw, Mr. Clack 
said it was “an attempt to reverse 
the trend of mediocrity so apparent 
in the average North American 
city, and largely due to wanton 
sign usage, which unfortunately is 
also engulfing Victoria. There ex- 
ists an opportunity for the city, 
instead of the sign industry, largely 
to determine the future appearance 
of our urban environment through 
progressive sign legislation.” ‘Those 
words have a very pertinent appli- 
cation today, as they did then, 

A> tougher sign bylaw will call 
out the toughest of lobbies. But the 
city council should not shirk its 
responsibilities. Who else can make 
the laws to improve the city? If 
that is Mr. Pollen’s intent, he 
should be given council’s full back- 
ing.

IS GROWING APPRE- 


I hension in Ottawa and on the 
Prairies that the government’s offer 
of $100 millions in subsidies to re- 


‘duce Canada’s wheat acreage will 


be drowned out by the roar of trac- 
tors pulling ’ seeders full of wheat 
seed. The weekly grain letter from 
a Winnipeg investment firm cites 
three reasons. 


Many farmers are-afraid of ser- 
fous erosion problems if they leave 


' the land fallow for two years in a 


row. Perennial forage seeds needed 
to convert land to grass and qualify 
for the ’s $10-an-acre pay- 
ment are in short supply, and agri- 
culturists say forage crops cannot 
be adapted to huge areas normally 


‘gown to wheat and other grains. 


Thirdly, a farmer’s inclination is to 
plant something, and many will 
despite the fact that wheat deliver- 
jes will be limited to farmers taking 
part in the government plan. 


According to some experts, these 
and other factors could result in a 
cut of only 40 per cent in acreage 
seeded to wheat rather than the 90 
per cent cut the government was 
hoping for. There are, however, 
‘some bright spots. A Dominion Bu- 
reau of Statistics survey showed 
that farmers intended to plant only 
18.2: million acres of wheat in late 


February as compared with 246 manent glut. 


million acres last year. Perhaps the 
farmers’ intuitive wisdom about 
wheat markets will have more ef- 
fect than government incentives. 

If the government’s program 
proves ineffective, farmers will have 
-no, one..to.blame but themselves. 
The long-term international wheat 
market ‘still has-a gloomy horizon. 
While there are hints of a possible 
37-million bushel sale to Egypt and 
Syria, this would put only a small 
dent in last year’s huge surplus. On 
the other hand, the new Canada 
Grains Act which will lead ‘to a 
protein-grading system for wheat 
could eliminate one factor that may 
have been discouraging Canadian 
wheat sales. The United States and 
Australia both guarantee protein 
content in their wheat and sales 
have improved since grading was 
instituted two years ago. 

Grading and similar measures 
are still only housekeeping. In the 
forseeable future, the bread basket 
of the world will have to hold other. 
commodities, not only for farmers, 
but for the whole Prairie economy. 
Agriculture has been displaced. as 
the number one Prairie industry in 
at least one province, but if farm- 
ers elsewhere ignore the signposts 
and continue to grow wheat, they 
and the whole country may be 
faced with losses caused. by a per-_

A quiet and‘ heroic anniversary 
will be marked in the next few 
months by a small group of quiet and 
heroic human beings—the handful of 
Jews who 25 years ago this spring 
walked, stumbled or crawled out of 
the German concentration camps. 

They are the returnees from hel who 
emerged from the most massive, planned 
and effective killing operation in the history 
of the world; men had been group-murdered 
before by hate, but never had the killing been 
the result of nationalized hate. 

The survivors come from places whose 
names, 25 years after, are still on the map 
and still in the nightmares: Auschwitz, 
Dachau, Maidanek, Buchenwald, _Ravens- 
bruck, Treblinka, Dora, Mauthausen, Belsen, 
Hohnstein, Belzec, Sachsenhausen and nearly 
a thousand others. 


‘Either Well or Dead’ 


Commander Koch, who ran one of the more 
“efficient” extermination camps,’ and the 
husband of Ilse Koch, had a typical slogan: 
“There are no sick men in my camp. They 
are either well or dead:” 

In.a_brilliant book, ‘‘A Sign for Cain: An 
Exploration of: Human Violence," (Mac- 
millan, 1966), psychiatrist Fredric Wertham 
writes: 

“We are apt. to think of . concentration 
camps as enclosures with a few buildings 
surrounded by barbed-wire fences and 
located in isolated places. In reality, there 


were barracks, many buildings, big industrial 
installations, factories, railway stations with 
regular railway services, ramps, roads, 
connections with nearby towns and villages, 
big warehouses for products from the corpses 
and the victims’ “belongings, installations for 
torture and killing, research institutes, 
distribution. centres, gas ovens, crematory 
furnaces, human bone-milling plants, gardens 
for the officials and so on. 

“All this in the aggregate covered large 
territories and involved wide communica- 
tions. These ramifications alone; show the 
absurdity of the claim and belief that the 
population knew nothing about them. Thou- 
sands of people in the camps and in the 
population had working contacts with them. 
These camps were going concerns." 

Six million is the round number history 
has settled on for the dead. The survivors 
were no more than a few hundred thousand, 
if that, many left the camps only to die 
pitiably a few days later, proof that torture 
is a terminal fliness that no massive dose of 
freedom can cure. 

Some, like novelist Elie Wiesel, have 
become watchmen of the unspeakable, letting 
their published words serve as outposts of 
reminder. A few survivors have spent the 
years since 1945 in mental hospitals, 
wondering in their silence whether it is better 
to lose your life or lose your mind. 

Many survivors came to America, taking 
up life again as shopkeepers, teachers, 
artists, perhaps merchants, like the tor- 
mented character in ‘“‘The Pawnbroker.” 
Occasionally, a death camp survivor is

Hitler Promised Relief 


Historians have hada field day examining 
the reasons “behind Germany’s~ siege of 
madness. They largely agree that. the 
German people wanted relief from the social 
and economic misery following the defeat of 
World War I, and that Hitler, promising this 
relief, was a natural drawing card. 

He is seen as a demonic monster now, but 
in the early 1930s he gained power on a 
platform of very: reasonable goals: a greater 
Germany, a state that would “promote: the 
industry «and livelihood of ail citizens.” Old 
age pensions were promised, as well_as state 
education for gifted children, land reform, 
etc. 

The ominous suggestion of racism, a 
stifled’ press and suppression of ~left-wing 
dissent were often phrased in inoffensive 
language, with hardly anyone imagining they 
would be backed up by- action anyway.

lucrative industry sprang up, with honorable 
corporations contracted to make the crema- 
tories, gas chambers, chemicals and so on, 
for the killing and disposing of bodies, 

These were the board-room murderers, 
far from the chimneys that carried aloft the 
smoke of human corpses or the big boilers 


where Jews were made into soap; but. they © 


were not far from the progress reports, 
charts’ and graphs sent to industrialists by 
Himmler and the SS. In fact, the use of Jews 
as slave labor. conveniently furthered the 
double purpose of Hitler’s politics and 
Germany's economy. 4 

Because .all this happened only a 
generation ago, many sociologists and 
en have easily gone back for the 
acts: 

“What happened to the firms who used 
slave labor?” asks Wertham. “Many of them, 
or their successors, are doing fine. Their 
shares are sound financially, even if not 
morally. Some of the prominent men and 
concerns involved in these sources of labor 
today hold. more concentrated economic 
power than-ever,”’ 

Among the better known firms that used 
slave labor from the death camps are 
Volkswagen Works, Krupp, Siemens, Argu- 
Works, Continental Rubber and Bavarian 
Motor Works. 

Adds Wertham: “Some commercial 
undertakings involved in slave labor are now 
closely connected with American capital, so 
that this period merges into our own 
economic system.”

Victor E. Franki, formerly No. 119104 .of 
Auschwitz. One of Europe’s most respected 
psychiatrists, he has formed his own school 
of therapy. It is based on a central theme of 
existentialism: to survive the suffering of 
life, one must find meaning in the suffering. 


Frank] wrote a small classic, “Man's 
Search for Meaning’ in which he described 
daily life in his concentration camp and said 
that often the men who survived were those 
who had a strong, unwavering reason to 
survive: “He who has a strong enough why 
can endure almost any kind of how." 

The question arises: Why drag out again 
the gore and cruelty of the concentration 

_ camps? They were just a fluke of history. 


Not Fluke of History 


The question would be unanswerable 
except for one fact: first, the. Nazi madness 
was not a fluke of history, Mass‘killing is a 
part of nearly every civilized country’s 
history: The Crusades, the Inquisition, to 
name the ones carried in the history books; 
but also the 15 million murdered’ in. the 
colonization of South America, the 1.5 million 
Armenians massacred by Turkey in 1915,‘ the 
Amritsar -massacre in India, the near- 
annihilation of the American Indians by the 
pioneers and the U.S, army, the Hereros in 
Southwest Africa. 


The engines of genocide may have been 
idling since 1945, but it is foolish to think they 
are not fit and ready to run on a moment's 
notice,

Has Sundered Cabinet 


For several weeks — up 
until March 17 — we seemed 
to have had a cabinet crisis. 
The public, through the press, 
did not become aware of it 
until two weekends ago. 

Now that it is over, some 
newspapermen have been 
marking out the anatomy of 
the crisis, spurred by partisan 
and some self-generated 
speculation that Eric Kierans, 
the key to the. crisis, has a 
short life prospect as a 
cabinet minister. 

Did: Kierans offer to resign 
over. the problems of the 
Montreal mail truck drivers? 
Or did several of his col- 
leagues, led by Jean Mar- 


‘\chand, insist to Trudeau that 


they would resign unless a 
different approach was talen 


in the sticky Montreal case? 


Obscured Issue 


I don’t know the answers to 
these questions. Probably no 
one-does outside the cabinet. 
But it is now, possible to see 
what the crisis was all about 
and to draw some conclusions 
about Kierans’ inadequacies 
as the minister responsible for 
the post office. 

The violence of the truck 
drivers and the major foulup 
in mail.delivery in and out of 
Montreal. which their tactics 
have caused have obscured 
the issue. Kierans, with his 
repeated declamations of a 
new, efficient dispensation in 
the post office, welcome to 
almost everyone, has also 
hidden the issue.

On April 1, the 
job is to be dome by new 
contractors whose tenders 
won the contracts.

Naturally, they 
feel they have some rights in 
the work of moving. mail in 
Montreal. 

On the one side, there is the 
business principle which 
Kierans prizes. The new

Therefore, the assumption 
of the new contractors was 
that they could hire new men, 
almost certainly at non-union 
rates and without the fringe 
benefits of a union contract.

This is simple enough if 450 
men and their futures were 
not at stake. This is the other 
side. In the cabinet are 
ministers like Marchand, 
Mackasey and Munro, all of 
whom have close links with 
organized labor, each of 
whom has given approval to 
the themes of the Freedman 
Report, one of which is that 
men build up a right to a job 
and thorough consideration, 
even if technological change 


ends their work. In this case, 
the jobs go on. 

Is there a duty or obligation 
on anyone to see that-the men 
have the right to succession; 
that is, to take over the work 
under their new contractors; 
and does their union have any 
rights? 

Obviously, the union and 
the men had to fight for their 
existence. Obviously, minis- 
ters such as Marchand must 
support them. And in doing

Device to Exploit 


Emotion enters into it if 
you have a labor background 
because “contracted ser- 
vices” in both the private and 
public sectors is an old device

Kierans got the 
message, apparently, during 
several weeks of cabinet 
argument and he undertook to 
meet at long last the 
demands of the men by 
admitting the obligation and 
offering the prospect of jobs 
for a few and severance pay 
for all (a sum of $305,000 was 
mentioned) 


Jobs are more intrinsic to 
workers than Severance pay 
and the response was bad. 
Kierans compounded the con- 

fusion: by a number of rash 
public statements. 

There seems to have been 
“either the jobs are guaran- 
teed or else ...” from 
Marchand and - friends. Tru- 
deau solved it by throwing his 
friend, Carl Goldenberg, in as 
mediator. 

This has saved Kierans’ 
face. It isn’t clear what it has 
done for his contestants in the 
cabinet. If there is a loser it 
aay. be Labor. Minister -Mac- 
kasey. After all, he had 
gained a temporary truce. He 
was working on.a settlement, 
assisted by his deserved 
reputation as a labor crisis 
solver. At the-end, he and his 
officials were derricked in 
favor of an outsider.

‘Architecture Must Touch the Heart 


LONDON — In many ways 
architecture is the most 
important of the arts. Each of 
us may be moved most 
deeply by-a particular form 
of creative inspiration, one by 
music and another by paint- 
ing. 

But architecture is inescap- 
able. More than we know, it 
determines our state of mind. 
Bad design can offend the 
sensitive almost physically, 
and even the man who thinks 
he does not notice may be 
degraded by the vulgarity and 
emptiness of his setting. 

One of the great contem- 
porary engineer-designers, 
Ove Arup, speculated the 
other night on the sources and 
meaning of architecture. He 
was speaking to the Royal 
Society. 

Architecture, he said; is in 
part a matter of mundane, 
practical considerations — of 
competence, “It is a way of 


building.”

The sense of fulfilment that 
we draw from a good building 
comes from a combination of 
workmanship and spirituality.

to our happiness, this quality 
is the result of personal 
involvement, of enthusiasm.” 
Arup was being a bit 
idealistic in that passage, or 
maybe he was saying that 
much of the building in our 
society does not qualify” as 
architecture. For the 
emotions that an honest man 
would find if he tried to 
anthropomorphize the struc- 
tures around us would mostly 
be greed or- pomposity or 
totalitarian soullessness. We 
visit Venice, Bath, Williams- 
burg. But who would think of 
finding esthetic pleasure in a 
city or town of the Twentieth 
Century? 
: The basic responsibility for 
the landscape of our cities 
lies with those who plan and 
finance them, The attitude of 
“clients and government 
departments,”’ Arup said; “of 
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lawyers and administrators,” 
shows their failure to under- 
stand that “design is a 
creative activity.” 

The Doges of Venice were 
not necessarily less avaricious 
than the city councillors and 
real estate promotors of 


of their power. But they had 
something that the creators of 
our monuments lack — edu- 
cated taste, possibly, or a 
unified vision of life, 


Just as scientific knowledge 
has outpaced moral under- 
standing in modern life, so 
our material ability to build 
buildings has outgrown our 
sense'of urban order, or sense 
of the beauty that the eye 
desires in any structure. 

Until we learn to demand 
that fulfilling beauty, we 
cannot call ourselves — in the 
fundamental sense of the 
word — civilized.

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Ottawa, U.S. Facing Head-On Clash Over Auto Pact — 


By CARL MOLLINS 

OTTAWA (CP) — Canada is 
manoeuvring to avoid a head 
on collision with the United 
States over the terms of their 
trade in automobiles. 

Intermittent talks have been 
under way since last fall 
about the future of the five- 
year-old auto trade pact, 
which governs cross-border 
commerce in motor vehicles 
and the parts used in their 
manufacture. 

Negotiations were prompted 
by U.S. authorities, who have 
declared their determination 
to have Canadian protective 
features of the trade arrange- 
ment dismantied. There’s po- 
litical push, too, behind the 
move, generated by  convic- 
tion that the .agreement has 
worked lopsidedly in Canada’s 
favor. 

The Canadian side is just as 
insistent that the safeguard 
measures must stay. 


WORK TO RESHUFFLE 

But the Canadian govern- 
ment, which regards the trade 
pact as an industrial bonanza, 
also wants to avoid a crash 
that would wreck the agree- 
ment. Either side can abro- 
_gate it with a year’s notice. 

Canadian negotiators thus 
would be happy if the spo- 
radic talks sputtered along in- 
definitely and inconelusively. 

Failing that unlikely out- 
come, they will work for a re- 
shuffting of features that 
would leave the protective 
measures basically un- 
touched. 

At issue are so-called tran- 
sitional arrangements set up 
to safeguard the Canadian 
side of the industry from 
being swamped as trade bar- 
riers were partly removed. 
The free trade features of the 
agreement have applied only 
at the manufacturer level— 
not to the auto retail trade. 

Declared objectives of the 
pact signed Jan. 16, 1965, 
“were threefold: 

—To build a continental 
market with¢ specialized, 
large-scale production of auto- 
motive products in both Can- 
ada and the U.S. 


OBJECTIVES HAZY 

;-To free U.C.Canada ve- 
hicle trade from tariffs and 
other inhibiting factors while 
aiming to let both countries 
share the total continental 
market ‘‘on a fair and equita- 
ble basis.” 

—To develop conditions 
under which trade, production 
and investment would be gov- 
erned by market forces. 

The objectives are hazy 


enough to permit myriad in- 
terpretations. 

For example, the fact that 
Canadian factories now as- 
semble more complete cars, 
trucks and buses for the 
North American market than 
the number of vehicles Cana- 
dians buy -miight—be seen as 
more than “fair and equita- 
ble” for Canada. 

But looking at the dollar 
value of the components, ma- 
terials and labor that go into 
the vehicles, Canada is on the 
short end—producing ‘the 
equivalent of eight American- 
style vehicles for every 10 
bought in Canada. 

Five years ago the .picture 
was different. Canada was

The pact permitted a mea- 
sure of duty4ree ‘trade in 
ears, trucks; buses and parts 
for use in original assembly, 
but not replacement parts. 

In the U.S., the right to 
duty-free imports of complete 
vehictes—is available to~any- 
body, although there would be 
little sense in an American 
motorist buying his car in 
Canada, because Canadian 
prices are higher. 

In Canada, only vehicle 
manufacturers have. the right 
to import U.S.-~made vehicles 
duty-free. 


VALUE MUST GROW 

Some safeguards were writ- 
ten into the definition of a Ca- 
nadian manufacturer. who 
would get duty-free privileges. 

In. effect, they require the 
Canadian to assemble at least 
as many vehicles as he sels 
of that type in Canada. 

Further, through a combi- 
nation of the pact and an ar- 
rangement between the Cana- 
diar government and the 
manufacturers, the value of 
Canadian content in labor and 
materials included in the total 
production must grow along 
with sales. : 

Result of the safeguards in 
the first place was an expan- 
sion and mddernization of Ca- 
nadian factories—mainly sub- 
sidiaries of the U.S. manufac- 


* turers—which has involved an 


estimated $1,000,000,000 of in- 


tion of motor vehicles. in Can- 


‘ada grew by about 85 per cent 


while sales went up by about 
25 per cent in terms of units. 

On the U.S. side of the bor- 
der, worries grew that Can- 
ade was getting a dispropor- 
tionate share of growth in em- 
ployment, investment, produc- 
tor and trade. 

U.S. fears Were reinforced 
by concern about an -unbal- 
anced outflow of funds and 
the deterioration of the North 
American automobile business 
late last year. 

While two-way trade in au- 
tomotive products grew from 
a pre-pact value of about 
$800,000,000 to more than 
$5,000,000,000 in five years, 
Canada’s deficit was halved 


' from the 1964 gap of more 


than $600,000,000. 
Further, Canada seemed set 
te suffer least from reductions 


in output caused by the slump | 


in the North American auto- 
motive market. The newest, 
most efficient plants are in 
Canada and car-assembly fac- 
tories here . concentrate on 
cheaper models most likely to 
be popular when spending is 
restricted. 


SUPPORT ENTRENCHED 
In Canada, support for the 


auto pact arrangements thus | 


has become deeply en- 
trenched in politically potent 
industrial and labor organiza- 
tions. 

To U.S, arguments that it is 
time to relax Canadian re 
strictions against ‘imports— 
thereby loosening Canadian- 


content safeguards—Canada 
responds that its ‘‘fair and eq- 
uitable”’ share of the continen- 
tal market has not been estab- 
lished because impediments 
to truly free trade remain. 

The main impediment is the 
fact that corporate decisions 
on the allocation of invest- 
ment and production rest with 
the U.S. parents of the auto- 
motive companies. 

Those decisions are subject 
to political influence from the 
most powerful partner in the 
trade pact, Canada says. 
Even the current negotiations 
amount to a form of-political 
pressure on the big car mak- 
ers—they are likely to tread 
warily now in deciding which 
side of the border should have 
new investment, production or 
employment. 

STATISTICS DISAGREE 

The closed-door negotiations 
have been Stalled because 
U.S. and Canadian auto-trade 
statistics disagreed. That 
problem was virtually re- 
solved at a Washington meet- 
ing in- February—opening the 
way for argument on the cen- 
tral issues. 

Main factors favoring Can- 
ada—a counterweight to U.S. 
political pressures—include 
the knowledge that the big 
U.S. car makers would hesi- 
tate to throw away benefits 
still to be reaped-on—their 
heavy Ontario investments to 
make_a political point. The 
compariies make a profit on 
either side of the border. 

Indications are that the U.S. 
manufacturers look favorably 
on Canada for expansion as 
production costs narrow to- 
wards U.S. costs, mainly be-

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f Raiding, Kidnapping

TUYHOA, South Vietnam 
(WP) — The Vietcong have 
reappeared with a vengeance 
in Central Vietnam's Phuyen 
Province during the last six 
weeks. 


The Communists’ sudden 
revival. has «been simple, 
inexpensive and dramatic. 


Some Americans here think 
they may be experimenting 
with a new form of protracted 
war in Phuyen. . 

If that is the case, the 
experiment must be judged a 
great success — at least so 
far. Since early February the 
Communists have kidnapped 
nearly 400 civilians in 
Phuyen. Enemy troops have 
clobbered half a dozen gov- 
ernment outposts this year. 

As one official here put it, 
the people of Phuyen have 
suddenly been thrown back 
into-the midst of the war, and 
are now more threatened by 
it than at any time since the | 
1968 Tet offensive, 

® 

“people in this area are 
very afraid — every night 
they are extremely. worried, = 
Dao Tan Ngoc, the village 
chief of Honthang village near 
here said the other day. In his 
village, 116 people have been 
abducted and 17 of them have 
not returned. 

Yet to an outsider, the level 
of violence in  Phuyen still 
appears quite low. The Com- 
munists have. terrified the 
villagers at almost! no cost to 
themselves. 

The enemy’s achievements 
in Phuyen are not enough to 
put the province under Com- 
munist control, but they do 
seem sufficient to™discredit 
the government in the eyes of 


much of the rural population, 
and make normal life here 


impossible for thousands of 
people. 
Perhaps most significant, 


the situation in Phuyen six 
months ago was rosy. As in 
dozens of provinces in South 
Vietnam, progress here dur- 
ing 1969 was impressive. Last 


fall, according to a senior 
American adviser, “there was 
great optimism on évery- 
body's part.” 


Much of that optimism has 
lately given way to bitter- 
ness, and a few Arhericans 
here have become pessimists. 
Many more despair of bring- 
ing the war in Phuyen to a 
satisfactory conclusion in the 
foreseeable future. 

Phuyen’s recent troubles 
have brought a succession of 
high-level Vietnamese a nd 
American ‘officials to the 
province to find out what has 
gone wrong. This out-of-the- 
way area is now a centre of 
official concern and attention. 


Like any ‘example in: Viet- "| 
nam, Phuyen is not typical. | 
Tt includes slices of the 
fertile and populous coastal 
plain and of Central — Viet- | 
nam’s green mountains. The 
mountains provide a rela- 
tively invulnerable sanctuary | 
for the Vietcong, and at many | 
places they end just a few | 
minutes’ walk from heavily 
populated hamlets. | 

Phuyen is an old revolu- 
tionary centre. It was con- 
trolled by the Vietmimh in the | 
war against the French and | 


has a strong Viet Cong | 
political organization, The 
only central government 


Phuyen has ever respected 
was in Hue, 180 miles north of 
here.

A prosperity that is still 
clearly apparent improved the 
lives of many of Phuyen’s 
320,000 people. 

The Vietcong did little to 
interrupt this progress. They 
were harassed in their moun- 
tain sanctuaries by Korean 
forces stationed in Phuyen, 
who conducted several suc- 
cessful’ mountain operations. 
Vietcong losses were heavy. 


To maintain their strength, 
the Communists had to rely 
on North Vietnamese replace- 
ments,. according to allied 
intelligence.” Enemy strength 
is now estimated at ‘about 


1,500, to 1,800 men, 60 to 80 
per .cent of them North 
Vietnamese. 


_ At the end of January, this 
force began to ‘strike. Tt 
started with successful 
attacks against a government 
dispensary and two. outposts. 
Carefully planned; selective 
attacks continued through 
February and the first half of 
March. —(Two.regional-forees 
outposts. were virtually oyer- 
run the other day.) 

In early February the kid- 


‘nappings began. Vietcong and 


uniformed North Vietnamese 
slipped into villages along the 
Tuyhoa Valley .in Central 
Phuyen, knocking on doors in 


dozens of citizens at a time: 

The abductees. were 
marched into the mountains, 
lectured for several days, and 
— in most. cases 
released. But perhaps 20 
per cent of the nearly 400 
people abducted have not yet 
returned home. 


The lectures, apparently, 
were quite functional. People 
who had failed to pay Viet 
Cong taxes were warned that 
they would be wise to become 
generous. Relatives of gov- 
ernment officials were told to 
tell their loved ones to give 
up .fighting a useless war, 
Everyone was told that the 
Americans were withdrawing 
from Vietnam in_ defeat. 
Many of the abductees report 
that North. Vietnamese who 
have an _ identifiable accent 
gave the lectures. 

The people of Tuyhoa are 
protected by 44 regional force 
companies, 124 popular force 
platoons, a regiment, #4 South , 
Vietnamese soldiers and two 
battalions of Koreans. Yet the 
Communists have no. trovble 
penetrating the security 
screen these forces are sup- 
posed to. previde. 
government 


forces have not even spotted 
a single one of the many 


kidnapping parties that have 


entered so many of Phuyen's 
hamlets in recent weeks. This 
leads American advisers here 
to speculate that the local 
forces that are supposed to 
lay night ambushes and go on 
night patrols simply are not 
doing their job. 

There is concrete evidence 
of this in some places. Many 
regional and popular force 
units spend their nights in 
“mud forts, built on vulnerable 
hilltop locations. Each eve- 
ning here in Tuyhoa, the 
province capital, one can see 
scores of soldiers riding and 
walking -into the city. They 
are visible the next morning 
going back into the country- 
side — where‘ they should 
have been all night.

The Communists seem to 
have excellent intelligence 
sources, and know exactly 
which local forces units are 
vulnerable. Every attack this 
year has been successful. 

Officials here are ‘not 
agreed on how the situation 
could be brought back under 
control. It is assumed that 
better local force perform- 
ance would make an enorm- 
ous difference. 


Some U.S. advisers want 
the Koreans to go back into 
the mountains to chase the 
enemy. But there is no 
agreement on whether: these 
changes could prevent the 
Communists from conducting 
the new kind of war they 
seem to be fighting in 
Phuyen.

Specifications coneerning the $250,000 reward offered. by 
tte province for development of a methed to eliminate ee 
mill air pollution and odor were revealed Tuesday 
Resources Minister Ray Williston. 

The abatement specifieations include a long list which 
sets out the maximum permissible concentrations of 
chemicals and particles in gaseous effluent from mills. 

The reward was offered by the government recently to 
the first individual or company that comes up with a. process 
eliminating air pollution from B.C. kraft pulp mills beginning 
on or before Jam. 1, 1973. ; 

Judgment will be made by a committee whieh will 
inelude officials from the University of British Columbia, the 
B.C. Research Council, and from the pollution centre) staff af 
the water resources branch. 

The specifications were drawn up in consultation with the 
chemical engineering department at UBC and the water 
resources service. 

The winning device will have to abate pollution in all 
mills from the largest down to a minimum ‘of 500 tons of 
kraft pulp per day. 

The specifications state that the proposed process must 
be @ permanent installation in an operating pulp mill and 
must be both economically feasible and practical for most 
mills, Royalties will be based on the evaluation of economic 


feasibility. 

Methods employed by the plant to abate air pollution 
must actually reduce pollutant emission to the atmosphere,

Manitoba 
House Ends 
| Big Debate 


WINNIPEG (CP), — The 
Throne Speech passed the Mani-| 
ltoba legislature Tuesday, bring- 
jing to an end eight days of } 
sometimes heated debate, which 
included three votes of non- 
confidence in the New Demo- 
cratic Party government. 

The final hours of the debate 
were taken up by verbal battle 
between Larry Desjardins, the 
{Liberal Democrat member for 
St. Boniface, and Harry Enns 
(PC.-Lakeside). 

Desjardins, a former Liberal 
who joined the NDP caucus 
after their upset victory over 
the former Progressive Con- 
servative government last June, 
referred to the Conservatives as 
“gutless wonders.”  * 

Under noisy heckling, he said 
Enns, who held several port- 
folios in the previous adminis- 
tration was “‘the weakest-eabinet 
minister in 11 years, of Con- 
servative administration.” 

The Conservative’s ideas on 
development, he said, were ‘‘to 
give away half- of Northern 
Manitoba and flood the other 
half.” 
Earlier 'in the debate, Enns 
_|had criticized the NDP govern- 
ment’s position on free enter- 
|prise, saying the government 
|was quite willing to let free 
interprise take all the risks in 
developing a resource. 

“Only when the free enterprise 
system makes a profit do the 
economists and professors crawl 
out of the woodwork to take it 
over,” he said.

U.S. DECISION 


Court Orders Hearing 
On Any Welfare Cuts 


By JOHN P. MACKENZIE 


WASHINGTON (WP) — 
The U.S, Supreme Court has 
ruled that welfare recipients 
may not be cut off the relief 
rolls without a hearing. 


In a 5-to-3 decision, the 
court said government con- 
cern over limited public funds 
is legitimate “but is “far 
olltweighted by the needs of 
eligible persons for ‘‘the very 
means by which to live’ while 
seeking redress from ‘“‘the 
welfare bureaucracy: 


EVERY STATE 


The decision is expected to 
force a change in welfare 
enforcement procedure in 
nearly every state and major 
city. Federal welfare regula- 
tions scheduled for issuance 
in July may prove even more 
sweeping, but the high court's 
ruling will affect state-funded 
as well as federally funded 
programs of aid to the needy. 


Most states and cities pro- 
vide full hearings, when they 
provide them at all, only after 
the welfare cutoffs are made, 
placing the economic burden 
on the recipient.

British Columbia will be sold out to foreign 
interests unless the provincial _government is 
prepared. to “stand up” for Canada and B.C., the 
legislature was told Tuesday: 


Nationalistic feelings in the opposition came to 
the forefront in the debate on the new Land Act, 
the first complete revision of the act since 1888, 
during discussion of the bill clause by clause in 
committee. 

While the NDP had expressed support for the 
bill in principle earlier in the session, Tuesday the 
opposition — especially Robert Williams (Van- 
couver East) set about to correct what they.Jgit 
were deficiencies in the act. 


The result was a long, often repetitive debate 
as the 108 clauses were considered, and as 
Williams introduced amendments to 11 sections. 

The NDP did get one concession from the 
government when one suggestion slightly modified, 

Minister Ray Williston. 

The NDP challenged the government to 
support the principle of “Canadian lands for 
Canadian people” and Liberal Leader Dr. Pat 
McGeer said if government members are unable to 
assert the rights-of Canadains to their land, aed 


One of the oppositions’ main areas of 
disagreement with the government was over the 
effectiveness of measures to prevent the 
takeover of Canadain lands by foreign interests.

Williams said a section of the bill enabling 
some crown land leaseholders to have an option to 
purchase was “a major loophole” in “the bill 
defeating the purpose of much of the remainder of 
the legislation. It leaves too much power in the 
hands of the minister, he said. 


Similarly a provision enabling the cabinet to 
sell or give land to anyone in the “public interest” 
was far too broad — “sloppy legislation” —- and 
should be narrowed down to land given to public 
bodies for public purposes, he said. 


Williston subsequently amended the provision 
to limit it “to a specific public purpose.” 


But an effort by Williams to ban trading of 
parklands by the government was defeated. He 
said it is time to make-clear that parkland is no 
longer available for “plunder.”

KINSHASA, Congo (WP), — 
“Monsieur, we do not have 
funny money here now,” a 
Congolese_taxi driver said 
recently with an aggrieved air 
as a customer haggled over 
the’ six dollar fare for a 
bumpy ten-mile ride from 
Kinshasa’s airport, 

There was undoubtedly a lot 
of self interest ladled into the 
driver’s remark, but it also 


pride in an economic recovery 
that astounds financial ex- 
perts,, 

General Joseph D, Mobutu 
sees. this ‘economic progress 
as perhaps .the most_impor- 
tant. part of his campaign to 
fuse the 200 or so tribes who 
inhabit this Central African 
giant into a nation. 


Laughing Stock 


The driver seemed as proud 
as the president that Congo- 
lese currency, Which-was once 
~the laughing stock ‘of Africa 
and which sold’on the black 
market for 300 to 400 per cent 
markups, has now stabilized. 

The increasingly hard-to- 
find illicit money changers 
now give only 20 per cent pre- 
miums. 

President Mobutu intro- 
duced the new currency, 
which is called the zaire and 


which bears Mobutu's image, 
in 1967 when he aggeed to a 
strong World Bank suggestion 
for a 350 per cent devaluation. 
The Congo, suffering from the 
aftermath of its Civil Wer and 
poor financial management, 
was nearly bankrupt then.

Mobutu, who has. begun in 
the past few weeks to assert 
that “Operation Zaire” has 
succeeded, also whips up 
nationalist fervor by~ pointing 
to the Congo’s healthy foreign 
exchange reserves ($236 mil- 
lion compared to almost noth- 
ing three years ago) and his 
liberal _ investment code, 
which has brought German, 
Japanese and American. in- 


vestors sniffing around this 


country, rich in-minerals but 
devoid of infrastructure. 
Experts involved in The 
Congo’s economic recovery 
credit it to two factors: 
increasing copper production 
while copper prices are at an 


60 per cent of the Congo’s 
export earnings. Other im- 
portant minerals are gold, tin, 
diamonds. and cobalt {the 
Congo produces about half of 
the world’s supply).

Many a parent has been 
shocked on learning that a 
child two years old is using 
mainly one eye to see, 
because the other is not 
working well. Some eye 
specialists explain the condi- 
tion, called. amblyopia, by 
saying that one eye has 
become lazy during the early 
years, and has left the other 
eye to do most of the ‘work. 

As a result, the nerves that 
run from the lazy type to the 
brain, and especially those 
nerves that come from the 
central part of the eye the 
ones that give us our “central 
vision” and are essential for 
close vision, such as in 
reading—fail to develop com- 
pletely. : 

If left umcorrected, the

A sauna bath is now a 
popular fad which, as most 
people doubtless know, came 
from Finland. I read that 
there people go naked into a 
room containing a stove 
which gets the air very hot. 
After a while, the person may 
go suddenly into the cold, 
such as @ snow bank or a 
river or a swimming pool or 
into a cold shower. The 
person may perhaps be better 
for profuse sweating. 

From what I can learn 
from reading, the many en- 
thusiastic claims made for 
these supposed health-giving 
baths are not proven. The big 
difference between a sauna 
and an old Turkish bath 
seems to be that the air in a 
sauna room is very dry, while 
in the steam bath it is very 
moist. : 

Experts tell me that no one 
can tell a person how long he 
should stay in a sauna bath, 
but it bad better not be more 
than 15 minutes; the person 
had better get out when he 
gets uncomfortable. The 
danger is that the heat can 
cause the body temperature 
to rise, and some physicians 
think that the would-be 
bather would do well to be 
examined to make sure that 
he is in good enough health to 
stand the over-heating. It is a 
good idea to have windows 
which will permit attendants 
to watch the bathers at all 
times.

The Social Credit ma- 
jority on the legislative 
insurance committee 
stepped cautiously on the 
toes .of the automobile 
insurance industry Tues- 
day with a call for fur- 
ther inquiry into the cost 
of automobile insurance. 


The New Democrat minor- 
ity kicked the _ industry's 
shins with. a call for a 
government-run - automobile 
insurance scheme. 

In a majority report tabled 
in the jJegislature the Socreds, 


mobile insurance board 
should be set up to investigate 
car insurance premiums in 
view of “possible reductions” 
that might be made; 


@ The industry should 
justify its. price structure 
before the ‘board and would 
require the board’s approval 
for any further price 
changes; 

@ The board should study 
“the cost and ramifications of 
various proposals’ in which 
the government's compulsory 
insurance might be taken out 
of the industry’s hands. 


The implied threat of ‘‘per- 
form or else’ in that recom- 
mendation was not spelled out 
but it is an apparent reference 
to a section of the current: In- 
surance Act which would per-— 
mit the government to, take 
over the automobile insurance 
sales. 


DISMAYED 


The committee’ also said it 
was “‘dismayed’’ to learn how 
little the insurance industry is 
doing to exert pressure on 
automobile makers to. build 
safer cars and to encourage 
defensive driving courses with 
reduced premiums for gradu- 
ates of the training. 


In another area, it recom- 
mended against a proposed 
ban on law suits for vehicle 
property damage in excess of 
$250. The proposal is already 
part of the government's 
insurance legislation passed 
last year but has never been 
proclaimed. 


The “ban was regarded 
initially as a means by which 
savings in car insurance could 
be made and drivers could be 
made more responsible be- 
cause they would have to 
insure themselves over the 
$250 limit. 

The report said these 
advantages might _ well ~ be 
gained but expressed concern 
that ill-feeling among drivers 
could increase if access to 
courts were limited.

Congress today to increase penalties — even to the 
death penalty—and to extend federal jurisdiction to 
deal with the rash of bombings by “potential. mur 


derers.” 


The president proposed ex- 
tending and _ strengthening 
laws “involving. the transpor- 
tation and use of explosives in 
the wake of what he called an 
alarming increase in criminal 
bombings and threats _ in 
recent months. 

Schools and public buildings 
have had to be evacuated, 
property has beén_destroyed 
arid lives lost, Nixon said. 

“Clearly many of these 
bombings have been the work 
of political fanatics, many of 
them young criminals .postur- 
ing a8- romantic revolution- 
aries.

HEADS FOR CONGRESS 


Nixon issued the statement 
in connection with his request 
for strengthened laws and the 
justice department’ was to 
send the legislation to Capital 
Hill today.
